Mr. Thurston 
last evening oxpressed himself as having be- 
come much impressed since his arrival with 
the atrength of tho ovider.co thai, during 
Novomher, Minister Willis did actually 
poaaeaa authority to uao t!ie naval forcea in 
restoring the (^liicen. \\ liile the publica- 
tian of tho inatructiona sent to Miniuter 
Willis hy the Corwin seems to settle the 
fact that after that time he had power to 
uao force, it is atill nior.> certain that he 
caused it to be understood by al) parties that 
ho would use force. Joseph O. Carter, the 
Queeu'a trusted adviaor and confidant, after 
tho Corwiu came gave to his nephew, Charles 
L. Carter, private warning on December 16, 
to beware, as tho naval forcea were on the 
point of landing to restore the Queen. 
Charles had hia riflo ready to meet them. 
J, O. Carter unquestionably believed what 
he was saying. Maoh interest ia expreaaed 
about Willis' long letter of November 16, 
which the Preaident withholda from Con- 
gress. It it generally believed to describe 
the Queen's revelations of her oharaoter in 
refusing clemency in terms ao derogatory to 
her that tia disclosure would impair the 
cordiality of subsequent relations with her. 

Tho recent correspondence of Preaident 
Dole and Minister Willis was given in sub- 
stance in the United Prcaa dispatchea of 
January 1. That corrc8[iondonco was con- 
tinued by Mr. Willia demanding the mean- 
ing of tho term "menacing attitude," or 
aomething equivalent, which Dole applied. 
The tortna of the anawer made by Preaident 
Dole have not yet been learned. Tho Gov- 
ernment haa renewed tho aerioua conaidera- 
tion of tho often discuaaod queation of form- 
ally organizing tho Government under a 
permanent constitutional form. It is quite 
possible that parliamentary forma may be 
adopted at an early date. 

The Star yesterday advocated tho eatab- 
liahment of an Upper House, representing 
property intereata and poaaesaing apecial 
powera, with a Lower House to be chosen 
with a wider auUfrago, all votera to read and 
write Kngliah, Thia would exclude moat of 
the Aaiatica. 

In Ih.i Honolulu Bulletin, of the oth, 
Thco, Davis scorea Preaident Uolo for " not 
touohiDg upon the vital point" made 
by President Cleveland, who finds that 
" the Provisional Government was not 
established by tho Hawaiian people 
nor with their consent or acquiescence, nor 
has it ainco existed with their oonaent." Mr. 
Daviea concludes ; " That power (the United 
States) will never conaent to regard tho dic- 
tates of honor and the laws of nations as a 
lower earthly authority than tfie will of the 
unnamed men to whom alone the Pro- 
visional Government appeal." 

The Honolulu drug stores have a large 
stock of' bandages on hand, prepared in ex- 
pectation of that fight which Mr. Willis did 
not bring off. 

The United Press correspondent at 
Honolulu, writing under date of January 5, 
says : " Sinoe our last news, sent per 
Warrimoo on tho lat, all has been quiet, 
Tho Govornnicnt haa removed all the aand 
baga from the ser.mdaha of the Executive 
building, wlieucc aharpahootera were lo 
pick oil' tho attacking naval forcea. Should 
t ongrcss order thcl^Uieeii to be restored by 
force n(j reaistancc would bo attempted. 
Tho sand Ijag defensea on the grounil are 
left agaiuat a possible Koyali.it insurrection. 
Tiic (iovernnient haa ainall fear of any aucli 
altemiit, but remain on the alert. 

TheophiUia Davies, Kuiuhud'a guardian, 
writes to the Bulletin of the .'ird, witli great 
solemnity of "tho decision of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment delivereil tlirough tlie lips of a 
Cliristian gentleman, who declared that he 
spoke with a luep and solemn aeuao of tho 
gravity of the situation and in lho name and 
by tho authority of tho United .Stalea of 
America. The President's atatenieut carries 
with it thn atern condemnation of the men 
and women who have siiHered themaelvea to 
be led hy wliatever arguments liLive been of- 
fered into au eH'ort to uuljvert a naliou." 

On the annexition side thera seems to 
previiil a diapoaition 10 see farcical ole- 
nienla in Mr. Willia' demands, Mr, Davies 
yesterday declared his entire confidence 
that Congress will be . subservient to the 
President's will, and will reUore the Queen 
by force. Mr. Daviea' peraonal knowledge 
of Mr. Cleveland's vieM s entitles his opin- 
ions to great weight uu experienoe here has 
fully proved. 

The laat edition of one of the San Franoiseo 
papers contains following under date 
Honolulu, Jan. 6, — Ex-queen Liliuokalani 
haa entirely abandoned all hope of over re- 
gaining tho thrown of Hawaii, and is now 
perfecting arrangementH for bringing a :;uit 
against the United States for an immenhe 
sum of money. Such is the startling news 
heard here to day.ahorlly hi fore the sailing, 
of tho steamer Auatralia. Tliia information 
uoniea from a aource which makes it abao- 
lutely truatworlliy, and it is believed that 
before tho next steamer sails from 
here for San Francisco the news 
will beconio more or leas pulilio 
])roperty on the islands. Tho agenta of 
the ex (.Uieen now in tho United States have 
informed her that American sentiment gen- 
erally ia ugainat her restoration and in favor 
of the annexation of the islands, and 
that all further efforts on her part 
to regain her lost position will 
be utterly useless. Acting on this 
information, and in viov/ of tho atubborn 
stand taken by tho Provisional Government 
Queen Liliuokalani haa ooncluded to 
abindon tho struggUi to restore former con- 
ditions, and will seek pecuniary solaca in 
a' suit for heavy damages against the 
American Qoverhment. ' Her action n ill bo 
taken upon statetnentl made in her favor by 
President Clevoland in his.messages to Con- 
grcas, by Secretary Gireaham in his letter to 
President Clevola'ndr ■ by Commissioner 
Blount in the report his investigations, 
and upon the further faot that, re- 



cognizing the justice of her cause, 
and acknowledging that a wrong haa been 
done her, the United States endeavored to 
induce the Provisional Qovemment to sur- 
render in her favor. The olaim for damages 
will also be made upon the ground that she 
waa deposed solely by an armed force of tho 
United States, acting under' the advice and 
direction of Minister Stevens. It is well- 
known among leading Royalists that a re- 
presentative of the ex-Queen left here long 
ago for San Francisco. He was instructed 
to open negotiations with the State depart- 
ment ooneerning the payment of a large 
sum to the exQuoou as a partial 
return for the lose of her sceptre. What 
action ho haa taken, if any, haa not been 
learned here. Hia identity ia closely con- 
cealed.

Ottawa, Jan. 13. — The Dominion Govern- 
ment lately refused to recoup to Nova 
Scotia the sum of $671,000 paid by tho 
Government of that Province on account of 
the Eastern Extension railway which forms 
part of the Intercolonial system. 

Tho Government will entertain propoaols 
for a fast Atlantic service on the basis of a 
subsidy of three quarters of a million, but 
are not likely to exceed that. 

Five pilots of Nanaimo, B.C., averaged 
$1,000 each laat year. 

Tho annual meeting of the National Coun- 
cil of the Women of Canada will take place 
at Ottawa during tho session of Parliament. 

Edward Morse, packer in the Post Odico 
department, was sent to jail by the civil 
service examiners for eight days for refus- 
ing to anawer t|uealionB. Morse passed a 
recent examination, but wrote at Alnntreal, 
and, it ia charged, got some one to iiersonato 
him.

AN OLD PRESSMAN. 

Deiitliof the Inventor of Many Jiuiirovoiueuls 
in I'rliitlni: .'llmdilnery. 

Nicw ''^'OKIJ, Jan. l.'t.— James HinchclifT, 
who died recently in London, aged U;!, and 
for whom a memorial meeting attended by 
representatives of all the leading papers waa 
held iu that city laat night, waa once well 
known in New York. He left thia city 32 
years ago..to take charge of the first of Hoe's 
icn-feeder machines, which wus aet up iu 
London for the printing of Lloyd's \\ eekly 
News in 1861. He remained in charge of 
the mechanical department of this paper 
until 1891, when his health failed and he re- 
tired on a pcnaion. He waa the inventer of 
many valuable devices in connection with 
the printing press, and was conaidered tlio 
leading authority on these roaohinea in the 
United Kingdom. 



HONDURAS NICARAGUA. 

Prcsidcut Vasqucz Defeats the Invaders and 
Drives Them From Their _ 
X'osltion. 

Teoucioali'A, Honduras, Jan. 13 — Presi- 
dent Vesquez yesterday ordered liia troops 
to advance towards the position lately occu- 
pied by the Nicaraguan allies of the Hon- 
duran rebels, but from which they had 
fallen back. This movement was followed 
in the evening by an attack on the left 
(lank of the enemy, who were repulsed with 
killed. New arms have arrived from 
the United States, and u battery of artillery 
has already been sent to the front. The 
Nicaraguana have had tho advantage in the 
matter of artillery, but the arrival of Hotch- 
kiss and Gatling guna will soon change the 
aspect of affairs. 



PABISH COUNCILS BILL 

I'assos the llouan of Commons, But Is Expected 
lo he Clusi'ly scnitiiil/.ed by the Lords. 

London, Jan. 10. — Tho report stage of 
tho Pariah Counoila bill wua finiahed at mid- 
night, and tho Right Hon. Henry Fowler, 
president of the Local Government Board, 
who haa had tho bill in charge, moved at 
mice the third reading. Tlio Right Hon. 

.1. GoRchen said, for the Unionists, that 
only the jaded atale of tho Houae caused 
the Opposition to i-efrain from debating this 
reading. Ho predicted that tho Lorda 
would scrutinize tho hill elnsely before al- 
lowing it to become a law. The bill was 
passed amid loud Liberal cheers, end the 
House adjourned until February 12.

Janeiro correspondent cables : Admiral 
Mello'a flagship, the Aquidaban, is again in 
the bay before Rio. She ran the gauntlet of 
the forts at the entrance to tho harbor thia 
morning aa safely as she did when leaving it 
aome weeks ago. 

The Herald's Montevideo cablo says : 
News baa just been received here from the 
scene of the fighting in Rio Grande do Sul 
Brazil, that the rebels have captured San 
luan Baptiata, without meeting any opposi- 
tion. 

Captain Lang, the Commander of tho 
British gunboat Sirius, was reported to bo 
seriously ill, and purpoaed returning to 
England. Thia would leave Oaplain Pick- 
ing, of the Charleatown, aoi ing aenior otlicer 
of tho foreign fleet before Kio, becauao the 
captain of th(t hVench cruiser, MagnaUjjivho 
waa actually entitled lo the distinction, did 
not wish lo aet in that cujiacity. 

The llerulil's correapondeut in Rio also 
reports that lui January -1th all tho Min- 
iatera of foreign I'owera having warships in 
the bay, informed President Peixoto and 
General Saldanlm that they would suspend 
all ell'orta at intervention between the con- 
teatanta, and that both aidea might go 
ahead and bombard each other to their 
hearta' content. But the foreign warahipa 
did not move from their anchorages, and 
the rebel vessels atill remiiined ensconced 
behind them, safe from President Peixoto'a 
gunners, ^

SUMA8 DYKIN& SCHEME. 

A Work That Will Eeclaliu l!5,()0l) Acres of 
tho Finest Aijrlcultural Land. 

Practically, everything is in shape now 
fur work to proceed on wliat iu kuuwu aa 
tho Suniaa reclamation scheme, whereby 
aoino 25,000 acjea of first-class open prairio 
land will be rendered aeeuro for cultivation. 
The aohomo ia one of considerable magni- 
tude, involving at present eatii.iates the 
outlay of about ^;.'!50,U00, and calling into 
use conaiderablo ungiueenng ability and 
skill in its construction. Just now the final 
data are being compiled, plana are being 
completed from preliminary ' outlines, and 
things are being generally put into condi- 
tion to enable the comn^isBionera of the 
work to call for tenders early this coming 
spring. Mr. H. Badeley Smith, of the firm 
of Keofer & Smith, who are the engineers in 
charge of the work, has just returned from 
Sum as, wliere he has been gathering final 
particulars and looking over the work of the 
parties now in the field, one of which is in 
charge of Mr. Peter Summerfield and on- 
other under Mr. C. A. Stoess. 

Generally speaking, the scheme comprises 
a system of levees, one averaging twelve 
feet high and about S,800 feet long, extend- 
ing along the Fraser river front between 
Miller's mountain and Chilliwaok mountain; 
another lovee, averaging seventeen feet high, 
ind 7,000 feet long, running between Sumaa 
and Miller's mountains, and a third einbank- 
mout averaging six feet in height und 1'2,- 
OUI) foot in length from (.^hiUiwack uiouu- 
taina to tho higlilanda. The idea ia the di- 
version ot tho Sumaa river by means of a 
t unuol through a rocky blull' about a mile 
above the muuth of tho river, tho tunnel to 
bo about ninety-live feet long. At the 
point vvhero this cutting tlirough the rock 
ia to be made, r. large embankment M'ill be 
thrown up in the river, completely blocking 
it, and rising three feet above l,ho level of 
the greatest known Hood. At tho north end 
of tho tunnel will be a syateni of lock-gitea 
which, during high water in thoFraaer, will 
bo closed, and tho embankmont referred to 
will, with the asaiatanco of '.he levees, pro- 
vent tho backing up of the water from the 
Eraser, and consequent Hooding.' During 
tho low water season tho pumps will bo 
auflioient to take out the surplus 
water of tho Sumaa river. At present 
with Vedder creek running into Sumas 
lake, this could not bo done, so tho plana 
provide for the diversion of thia body of 
water into tho original channel of the Luok- 
a-Kuok river, which will discharge into the 
Fraaer in another direction. Vedder creek 
ia about one hundred and ten foet wide, 
baa an average depth of twelve feet, and 
discharges some 120,000 cubic feet of water 
to the minute. Snmas lake being relieved 
of this Qow tho work of keeping down the 
water there and in Sumaa rivers Ita outlet, 
will bo greatly facilitated. The diverting 
of Vedder creek saves all that land lying be- 
tween Snmas lake on the west, Achclitz 
river on the east, the Froser on tho north, 
and the main chain of mountains on the 
south. In short, the uchcmo, when com- 
pleted, will be a feat of engineering skill, 
and the saving of a section of tho finest 
agricultural land in tho Province.

BLOUNT'S STATESIENT. 

What He Said Jiefore the Senate C'omniltteo 
as to Jlls A''tlon8 lii Hiiwull. 

Wasiiinuton, Jan. 12. — Coramiasioner 
Blount yesterday morning, before the Senate 
committee, told briefly of hia appointment 

by the President aa special commissioner, 
and said ho considered tho appointment 
within the bounds of propriety and prece- 
dent. Tho trip to tho ialands was taken on 
the Rush, landing in Honolulu March 29. 
His reception by the people on both sides of 
the (lucstion waa pasaed over almost without 
mention, aa waa the fact that the anucxation- 
ista and the royaliats were apparently ex- 
ceedingly anxiouH to make bin atay aa plea- 
sant aa poasiblo. The decision to have the 
American enaign taken down and the Ameri- 
can soldiers returned to the man-of-war was 
next reviewed. 

Mr. ]{lount said ho found tho islands and 
tho Government entirely under tho control 
or protection of the United States troops. 
The American Hag floated over the Govern- 
ment buildings in which tho oflicera of tho 
I'roviaional (lovernment conducted business. 
lOverywhere there was noticed the iijlluenco 
of this country upon tho people of the 
ialands. It waa evident, lilount said, that 
it would bo dilllcult to secure an impartial 
account or opinion, uninilaenced by the sur- 
roundinga, so long as this state of alTaira 
continued. Conseriuontly ho decided, on 
March .SI, two days after his arrival, in 
accordance with hia inatructiona and Inter- 
est of fair play, that the Ihig hIiouKI bo 
taken down aud the American troops re- 
moved. Of thia deciaion he informed 
President Dole, and the following day, 
April 1, ended the temporary proteotorate 
and had the flag lowered. This proceeding 
he defended aa within tho scope of his mis- 
sion and aa entirely a proper proceeding 
under the circumatances. Subsequent 
events, he said, proved tho preaeuco of 
American troops waa not necessary to pro- 
servo Older or protect the life and property 
of either Americans or nativea. 



At a meeting of tho iegislativa council 
yesterday in Calcutta, a mendjer of the 
council naked whether the government 
meant to impose uu import duty on silver. 
A public declaration, ho said, ouglit to be 
made to relievo tho anxiety of those on- 
gaged in mercantile business. The govern- 
ment refused to make any statement of its 
intontioua.

The Atlmiuistrator of the Uefunct 
' Uregoa National Bank, a ; 
Former Convicfc 

He Committed One Fatal Offence; but 
Hemained to Betrieve His 
Bepntatlou. 



PoRTi.Asn, .Tun. V2 —The Kvoning Tele- 
gram publisheil un article ycHterdny after- 
noon giving a few pages of the liiatory of 
LioDol Stagge, roooivor of the euspendod 
Oregon National bank. The article states 
that the records of the Ciroulb court show 
that on December 17, 1889, Stagge, under 
the numu of A. L. Wuti;rhoiHe, was 
aontenced to nnn year'a impriaonineut in the 
state pcnitentiaiy at Salem on a charge of 
forging a namu to a 5:1.") check. After 
serving his sentunoe Stagge returned to 
Portland. Ho was appointed a National 
bank examiner lust fall, and when the Ore- 
gon National bank waa olosod a few weel^s 
ago he was made receiver by Comptroller 
Eckels. Hia removal as receiver has been 
requested. The article further staten that 
prior to hia arrest here Stagge had issued a 
forged check to the United States hotel at 
Marys villo, Cal.. the amount of which was 
$35. Stagge is publisher of the P<toiGa 
Banker and Investor, a monthly magazine 
iBStted at Portland, 

Stagge made the following Btatemenb : 

"In 1880 1 arrived at Portland without 
money. I stayed at the Gllman house. A 
friend who was sick came with me. The 
day after I arrived I drew a check for §.30 
on a Chica;{0 bank in which I had no funds. 
This check was cashed by the Gilman' house 
and returned, of oourae, unpaid. I was 
arrested on a charge of obtaining money 
under falao preLenaes. Having no frienda 
here to l;o on my l)ond, I wa."! put in the 
county j vil. An 1 liiul no rosil olfouse I 
pleaded guilty and waa aenteuccd to the 
penitentiary for one year. I served this 
sentence. As tliis waa my only olteuae and 
I waa not a hardened or professional crim- 
inal, although an utter btrunger in Portland, 
T determined to regain i<iy reputation where 
I lost it. I could easily have gone to an- 
other state, but I dotermiuod that I would 
redeem my reputation here, it for no other 
reison than for my own peace of mind. Tho 
week after i -tioished my aentonco I ob- 
tained employment in I'ortland, and I have 
to the beat of my ability lived a atraight- 
forward and exemplary life. 

" I have been examiner in charge of the 
National bank at The Dalies, and alao of 
the Commercial National bank ut Portland. 
I have, aa such examiner and without bonds, 
had in my absolute possession several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Every cent of theae 
funds has been accounted for and paid to 
the persons or banks entitled thereto. My 
services us examiner were so satisfactory 
that I was appointed by tho comptroller 
receiver of the Oregon National bank. This 
trust 1 have faithfully and honestly exe- 
cuted. I do not; in any way justify my 
oifense, but I endeavored in every way to 
atone for it. I do not intend to leave Port- 
land. I will stay here if 1 may, andoon- 
tinue in my endeavors to atone for my only 
offense and regain my reputation. I hope 
1 the press will deal leniently with this, par- 
° tioularly on my wife's aooount, against 
whom my greatest sin has ' been done, be- 
cause 1 never told her of my drime until the 
night before last. She bore it like a brave 
little woman, and now stands by me. For 
her sake I would like to redeem myself in 
this community, where my first and only 
crime was done." 

F. V. Holman, Stugge'a counsel as receiv- 
er of the Oregon National, says that- ai a 
meeting of Stagge with his bondsmen, four 
well-known Portland capitalists, held at his 
office this morning, Staggo made a candid 
and full disclosure of ttie facta without 
claiming any justification, but stating that 
he has tried over since to atono for his of- 
fense and to live an honest and exemplary 
life. Mr. Holnum further sc.id that he is 
authorized by all of Stugge'a bondsmen to 
Biy that, considering hia exemplary life since 
that time, they would willingly remain on 
his bonds if it wc-re poaaiblu for Stagge to 
continue aa receiver. 

Much sympathy is expressed hy buainesa 
men and others for .Staggo. The exposure 
waa brought about by disappointed rivals 
for the position of bank receiver. The f:iet 
of his being a convict had not bteri publicly 
known. This morning, after learning iheit; 
would be a public disclosure, he telegraphed 
Comptroller Eckels, asking that; oiKcial to 
suspend judgment until u letter was re- 
ceived explaining the situation. He then 
wrote a letter to tho comptroller, making a 
full confession, with txplanatory atatc- 
menta, in which he inclosed hia resignalion 
as receiver of tho Oregon National Hank. 

Salem, Or., Jan 11. — A. L. Waterhouae, 
exposed in Portland, waa discharged from 
the penitentiary November 20, 1800. Sup- 
erintendent Downing speaks of him as an 
admirable prisoner, one who realized hia 
position thoroughly and made the beat of 
it, a man of keen sensibilities and fine 
education. 



U.S. Anthorilli's in Ahi'-kn IiumgurateaGreat

PoKT TnwNSKNi), .fan. U. S. Mar- 

shal Orville T. Parker of Alaska district has 
set several communities in that territory by 
tho cars, having just inaugurated an import- 
ant cruaadc. Illicit co-habitation ia pretty 
general among the n)if!cellani!oua population 
of Uncle Sam'a iinrlhern puaseaHions. Whiiu 
men legitimately nuuTh/d ti) wom-n of their 
own race in Alaska are coiiliued ininciji illy 
to a handful of the government ollieiaU and 
naval men atatioued up lliere. Kci'.rly llie 
whole of tho halunco of the male population 
live with native women. Nearly every 
grand jury which i:ver conveneo in Alaslta ia 
inatructoci from the bench to ircjuirc into 
this alleged evil and indict all viulaters of 
tho law. This charge ia, however, gener- 
ally a dead letter, aa the average Alaska 
grand juryman ia ovotjo to bringing in a 
true bill against himself. The steamer 
Topeka, which arrived from the North 
to-night, however, brings information that 
Marshal Porter has instructed his several 
deputiea throughout the territory to at once 
nrroat every white man living with native 
women. As the result nearly every man be- 
IsDging to the UnitedStates steamer Pinta ia 
in jail at Sitka. Hundreds of other arresta 
are oxpeoted. The jails will not bs large 
enough to hold the leading oitizeus who are 
amenablo under Marshal Porter's official 
order. 



SUIT AGAINST SAN DOMINGO. 

Tho Heirs of a Delawarlan Claim Heavy 
Damages fur False Arrest. 

New York, Jan. 12.— A special to the 
Sun from* Wilmiogton, Del., says : George 
Shillcroaa, a Ddlawarian, who died recently 
of yellow fever at San Domingo City, had 
undertaken to prow tropical fruit in tho 
black republic. Ho obtained nearly '200,000 
acres of land from tho government, enidosed 
■1,000 acres with a wire fence seven strands 
high, and planted lemons, oron^es, bananas, 
cocoanuta, palms and oayuca. Bat the 
swine of the natives invaded the plantation, 
and after they had been driven out many 
times, two were found doad near tho fence. 
Mr. Shillcroaa v/aa accused, but declared in- 
nocent by a native court. Two nienibora of 
the court rendering tho deciaiou were there- 
upon imprisoned, and a IJritish aulijtct ad- 
vised Mr. Shillrosa that; hia life waa in dan- 
ger then beo une so alarmed that ho sought 
safety in San Dooiingo City ami rodo there 
on horseback, through donao jungles, only 
to be attacked with tho fatal fever a few 
woeka afterwards. A denumd will now be 
made by hia heirs upon the I/omingan gov- 
ernment for StiOO.OOO, foOO.OOO for the loss 
of hia property and i?100,000 on account of 
hia arrest without cause.

DYNAMITE IN NKW YORK. 

Attempt to Blow Up a Teiiemi'iit-Tho Kntlre 
Front Shattered. 

New York, Jan. 12. — An attempt to blow 
up with two bombs a tenement house at 
No. 5-1 Avenue D waa made last night. A 
tailor shop on the first floor had been locked 
up over a month, owing to hard times. At 
10 o'clock there was a terrific oxploaion in 
the tailor shop, and an alarm of fire was 
promptly turned in. Tho whole front of 
the house had been blown out by tho explo- 
sion. All the glass in tho building was 
shattered, and tiio aliock nroused the whole 
neighborhood. The liremcn found a gas 
moler had exploded, and discn- ored a trail 
of kerosene which led from the meter to the 
cellar. They fouiul a ((uautity of cotton 
bitting soaked in keroaeuc und a bomb 
made of lead pipe, to which a half burned 
fuse waa attached. A later examination 
showed that .the bomb waa tilled with 
enough powder to blow tho entire houae 
into fragments. Tho firo department oliioo 
claim a bomb exploded a few minutes after 
the gao n)cter exploaion. A great deal of 
myatery surrounda cho matter, and while 
the police department are very reticent, 
t'ley are iiiaking careful inveatigation,

is no douln, that Eredcricks brought Iho 
riil'-'S and pistols to tlie pritum, for I luive a 
letter written by him sliowiog that ho did. 
I am positive thut Ercilericka shot brake- 
man lifuce at (ioldrun. but it is not certain 
that he killed Sherill' I'aBcoe. The descrip- 
tion of tho aherill'd murderer doea not make 
it certain, und leaves a dcr.bt that it 
answers to Fredericks. For that reason it 
may be true that Morrell ia the murderer."

Tho 
colony ought not to bo governed 
virtually by Miniaters six tliouiand 
miles (liatint and ignorant of the country's 
needs. 'Tho Minister referred to I'ojd 
Oland, where serious fighting ia in progress 
between Chief Patekelo and the paramount 
Chitf Sigluu, and is reported to have result- 
ed disastrously to tho latter. Ho said the 
Cape Government must interfere in tho cam- 
paign with a view to improving the condi- 
tion of the natives and stopping the cruelty 
of the raiders.

SUGGESTIVE ADDRESS. 

^ We trust that the Minister of Edncution's 

ablo and timely address to the Mainland 
Toachera' Institute will bo carefully read 
by teachers and all others who are inter- 
eated in the work of education in the Prov- 
ince, and that it will be followed by the 
improvements wliioh be foreshadowed and 
which are greatly needed. 

We are -particularly pleased with the 
Minister's vigorous condemnation of the 
cramming system, too prevalent in this 
Province and almost everywhere else. To 
such an extent ia this carried that the aim of 
edaoation appeura to be not to improve the 
minds of tho pupils and to fit them to 
perform tho duties of life well, but to got 
tho greatest poaaible number of marka. Tho 
principle upon which the lenruer in these 
days ia almost eom))elled to act may ba ex- 
pressed in this modification of tho old 
moneygrub'a advice to his son: "Got 
marks ; honestly if you can, but at any rate 
get mirks." 

^Vhit Col. Baker said on fliis suhjeot is 
80 gord and an appropriate tlmt wo cannot 
refrain from roproduciuj; it. Ho said : 

It ia gradually being realized by 
studonla of tho educational (nieaticn that 
the system of frtijuent competitive ex- 
minationa fails to create a healthy lliirat 
for knowlcdt;c. It ciiiiiia the student with 
a mats uf facia upon a _L;roat varbty of iiub- 
jeots \v liich ail) so numerous tlmt it ia im- 
possible for his young and unformed brain 
to bo able to digest them or to absorb from 
them that strength which is necessary for 
their future development and application. 
These frequent examinations excite, but 
they do not nourish, tho mind, moreover 
they tend toward conceit in knowledge in- 
•stead of humility. Socratoa, the greatest 
sage who ever lived, when asked upon his 
-deathbed, to what oonclusion bis great 
learninf; and vast experience had led him, 
replied, "It has (aught me bow little I 
know." Again, these oft-reonrriog examin- 
ations have a tendency to indace teachers to 
measure the amount of their succasa by the 
number of marks their pupils may gain, in- 
atead of by the amount of that kindled light 
which should never fade in the young and 
untrnincd minds. Under the jircaen^ syattni 
of education, when a student reaches 
tho ago for leaving school hie 
mind is too often txliaualed by fro- 
(|Uent c:;aminationa ; ho fcela as 
though he had already touched the goal of 
education, and that there is no necessity for 
further eflort. Thia is altogether an un- 
heultby symptom, and it aliould be replaced 
!)y a system whicli would give strength and 
desire for further explorations along the 
manifold paths of knowledge. 

The ability to answer a number of ques- 
tions on a given subject or to get up a pass- 
a')lc paper upon it ia by no means good 
evidence that the examinee /.vioi'.-* much 
about it. Tho futility of examinations can 
be understood when it ia remembered that 
the green youth f/esh from sohool would 
most likely win a larger percentage of 
marka on moat subjeots than tho professional 
man who has gained a reputation by 
tho auccesaful performance of diliicult work 
requiring tho constant oxcrciBC of tlie high- 
est facultieu of tho mind. Tho teacher 
should never forget that studying a subject 
with the intention of mastering it, 
and studying it for tho purpoao 
of being able to answer questions 
are two very different tbintja. Ono ia a alow 
and gradual procosa requiring tho assimila- 
tion of tho knowledge acquired, tho other 
is the hurried bolting of facts and truths in 
order to bo given out again in very much 
tho same shape aa when they were swal- 
lowed. Tho Minister of Education will do 
the cause of education in thia Provinoo a 
service of incalculable value if ho encourages 
honest and profitable study in our aohoola, 
«nd disoonntenancea speoioaa but profit- 
less cram. 

The Minister of Education laid hia finger 
on another weak point of our school ayatom 
when ho insisted on tho necessity of a school 
for tho training of toacherp. A Normal School 
is greatly needed. To ostablinh ono, how- 
ever, will require a larger expenditure of 
ihoney than it may be well to spend juat 
nowi But there is aonrothing that tho r,nv- 
eromen^voan do to encourage and reward 
profioienoy and suooesa in teaohing that will 



not require the expenditure of a single 
dollar. 

It will be ob.?erved that the qualification 
to entitle a candidate to license to teach a 
public school ia almost purely literary and 
mathematical. If a candidate who has just 
left sohool, althouj^h he haa had lio experi- 
ence in teaohing, gains more marka than an 
experienced and succeaaful toucher, ho 
gets a bettor certiiicate .and ranks 
higher in tho teacher's profession than 
tho man who haa proved his ability 
to do the work of teaching. Suooess in 
teaching receives no official recognition in 
this Province. Professional skill and abil- 
ity go for nothing in deciding a teaohor's 
grade, Tho system, in fact, works in snob 
a way as to make it impossiblu for the 
young teacher to devote the whole of his at- 
tention to his work. If he obtains a low 
grade certificate he is obliged to undergo 
another examination at the end of the year, 
and uu matter how \io has acquitted himself 
a^ a teacher, if he fails to obtain tho speoi- 
lied number of marks, ho ia plucked, and 
must relinquish the teaohers'-profession. It 
can easily be understood that thoughts of 
tlio terrible ordeal be haa to faco at tho eml 
of the year, and the eorioua coiisc(iuence8 
of failure, prevent hia devoting aa 
much time and attention to hia school 
work as justice to hia pupils' demands and 
tho acquisition of skill in teaching requires. 
In thia way tho system under which the 
teaolier worka dnca very much towards pre- 
venting Ilia nit.king a good iiac of tho lirat 
and best — aa far as learning the art of 
teaching ia concerned — year of hia career 

Now, we believe that if proficiency in th 
art of teaching were made one of tho 
grounds of the classification of tonclu 
and if teachers wcru not only allowed but 
enocuragcd to devote tho whole of their 
first year to obtaining a knowledge of their 
profession and ^tcquiring skill in ita prac- 
tice, the want of a Normal Sohool would be 
much less severely feit than it is now. To 
make a teacher's standing dependent on tho 
number of innrka he makea in a purely 
literary examination ia not llieway to en- 
courage teachers to become proficient in tho 
art of imparting knowledge. 



)VOI{DS OF WISDOiV. 

A pnaaage in tho cpeech which tho 
Governor-General delivered at the Toronto 
Board of Trade banquet ia well worthy tho 
attention of Canadians in all parts of tho 
Dominion. After having spoken of the 
position taken by the Province of Ontario 
at the World's Fair, His Excellency went 
on to say : 

I do venture to express the hope that 
Ontario will take the lead also in other 
respects, the lead in discouraging anything 
that savors of bigotry or intolerance. (Loud 
applause.) The lead in promoting the 
broad, tolerant, sympathetic spirit which ia 
tho true and necessary result and sequence 
of true civilizAtion, enligbtonnienl, and 
especially of true Christianity. (Loud ap- 
plause.) I will venture once more to read 
from a speech of that distinguished nuin 
who baa already furnished me with a text 
for some of my remarks. Oa a very im- 
portant occasion — the last time lie spoke in 
Canada — tlie Mm quia of DufTcrin used theao 
earnest words: " Divided as you are 
into various powerful religious communities, 
none of whom is entitled to claim either pro- 
eminence or ascendancy over the other, bub 
each of which reckons amongst its adherents 
enormoua masses of population, what hope 
can you have except in mutual forbearance 
.and generous liberality of aontimont ?" 
(Applause.) It ia in the application of that 
principle of roligioua toleration to public 
affairs, aa well aa to private life, that wo 
alone can look forward to that condition of 
happinesa, equality and peace to which wo 
all aspire. (Applause.) I shall oarncatly 
hope that nothing ever in Ontario will bo 
prominent which would imply a contrary 
spirit to that tolerance and that broad, com- 
prehensive, sympathetic spirit which is the 
best kind of patriotism. (Loud applauae.) 

Applause was never bettor deeerved than 
when it was accorded to this exhortation to 
the widest tolerance and tho most brotherly 
forbearance in matters connected with re- 
ligion, Unless tho roligioua donominationa 
into which the population of the Dominion 
is divided are at peace with each other, un- 
less they resolve to work together for the 
common good, in political as well aa in social 
matters, Canada cannot prosper as it ought 
to prosper. Communities in which religions 
dissension is rife are most unhappy, Tho 
elfecta of such atrifo are felt in every class 
of society and in every relation of life. They 
narrow the mind, they sour the temper, and 
in place of the sweet charities of life they 
engender bitterness and hard feelings, Tho 
Governora-Gefwral of Canada are never bet- 
ter employed than when thoy use their inllu- 
eiue to prevail upon men of different creeds 
iu thia Dominion to bear with each other 
and to live side by side in 
peace and harmony. It requires no 
sacrifice of principle on tho part of 
tho members of any denomination to do this; 
to live together in this way is, in fact, carry- 
ing out the fundamental prinoiple of the re- 
ligion in which they all profess to believe. 



TffB PARISH OOUNOILS BILL. 

Tho Parish Councilii IJill was a long time 
before the House of Commons, It was in- 
troduced in March by Mr. Fowler, Secre- 
tary of tho Local Government Board. Tho 
Home Rule Bill and the Employers Lia- 
bility Bill delayed its passage through the 
House, but when theao wore diapoaed of, 
and tho llouao could devote tho whole of ita 
attention to it, it made good progresa. It 
baa been amended by tho Oppoaition, but 
no attempt was made to obstruct ita pas- 
sage. A few years ago it would have been 
considered an ultra radical measure. It is 
democratic to the last degree. It gives to 
women whether married or single, who hove 
tho "necesaary property qualifioation, tho 
right to vote. Singular to relate, it was tho 
Radicals, who wefe moat strongly opposed 
to ^hia feature of the Bill. It extends tho 
principle of popular suiTrage to the election 
of veatrymen and poor-law guardians. It 
invoata tho control of charitable bequoals, 
except those of an ecoieBiastioal aharaotor, 



in the Pariah Councila, and it gives to those 
bodies the right to jjurchaao and to rent 
laud for ullotmeutB, and under certain pro- 
aoribed conditions to borrow money to build 
laborers' cottages thereon. It abolishes ex- 
ofEoio poor-law guardians, and applies to 
tho parishes the principles of popular local 
government. It was expected that the 
Pariah Councila Bill would bo rejected by 
the Lords, or that they would expunge from 
it what they considor it most objeotionablo 
featiiree. But the opinion seems u^w to bo 
that it will be allowed to pass pretty much 
aa it ia, It is said that this ia really the 
moat radical measure that ever passed 
through the Houbu of Commons, and from 
what wo have seen of it we have no doubt 
that io ia. 



A SINGULAR OASB. 

iSow far ia punishment an expiation of 
crime is a question that is not often con- 
sidered. If tk man commits a crime and is 
punished for it how ia he to bo regarded by 

aociety ? Ia hia punishment to bo considered 
a full atonement for his offence, iind ia he 
to be kindly received by society and all'orded 
every opportunity of retrieving the reputa- 
tion ho had lost! Thia ia certainly the 
Ghriatianliko way of dealing with oU'endere, 
and it ia also the common-senao way. 

Our ihougbta have been directed to this 
aubjeol by a atrango and intereating narra- 
tive which appeara iu tho Sound papers. 
It has been discovered by some envious per- 
sons that a gentleman who occupies the 
responsible position of receiver of the 
Oregon National Bank, bad served a year 
in the penitentiary for the crime of obtain- 
ini; money under false pietences. Thia 
persun, whoso name ia Stagge, gave a chock 
on a bunk in which be had no funds for a 
siiiall amount. His offence was. dis- 
covered, and he was arrested, tried 
and punished. After ho was liberated, 
he soughtr and obtained boueat em- 
ploynient, and conducted himself in 
audi a way as to win tho respect and confi- 
dence of hia employers and others whot'atuo 
iu contact with him. He was employed by 
Mr. I'ittock, of tlie Orcgonian, among 
others, as solicitor. He remained on the 
paper two yiarj, and was perfectly honest 
and upright in all he did. Ho conducted a 
periodical, tho Pacific Banker and In- 
vestor, which many of our readers 
no doubt have seen. Some time ago ho 
went to Washington on business connected 
with hia magazine, and there made tho ac- 
quaintance of Comptroller Eckela, From 
him he had the offer of tho reocivorship 
the Linn County National Bank, but ho 
failed to got the position for the want of the 
requisite security. Ho was appointed bank 
examiner and performed his dutiea admir- 
ably. He was sent to Spokane to 
tike charge of a bink there whioii had 
failed, and ho did so well there that 
ho was sent back to Portland to 
take charge of the Oregon National, which 
was in dilEouIties. The position is a lucra- 
tive one, and there were many candidates 
for it, some of whom were backed up by 
strong local influence. Comptroller ICckels, 
ho'.vevor, knew that Stagge was ;■, good man 
for the position, and gave him the appoint- 
ment iuprefercncetoany of tbeothers. Itwas 
one of these disippointed men who discov- 
ered that Mr. Stagge, under another name, 
hadcommittedtheoffonce wo have mentioned 
and had been punished for it, and they pub- 
lished the fact far and wide. But the revel- 
ation had not tho effect which those who 
published it intended. His bondsmen, who 
are some of the wealthiest men in Portland, 
declare that their confidence igi him is un- 
shaken, and it is not likely that he will be 
displaced by tho Government. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

In the first sentence of our article on 
"AnotherKcoentric Governor" in yesterday's 
isBue, wo wrote the word " Washington 
where "Oregon" ought to be. Tho Governor 
of the State of Washington, the Hon. John 
MoGraw, we are assured, is not at all cccen 
trie, but an able, intelligent man and a 
thorough gentleman, held in high esteem 
by men of all parties in the community in 
which he lives.

DULY SWORN IN. 

The Oath of OHlce Administered to Mayor 
Teaguo and the Council of '91. 

Mayor Teague and tho nine aldermen who 
with him form the Municipal Council of 
189-1 appeared yeatcrday morning with City 
Clerk Dowler before Mr. Justice Crease, in 
the County court room, where His Lordship 
administered tho oath of ofUoo to each niem- 
bcr. He also made an address, in which he 
exproased tho hope that all would work 
together for tho good of tho city, which 
needed only a united effort to make it tho 
place it ought to bo. Ho referred to the 
satisfactory state of the finances at present, 
which enabled the board to enter upon their 
work under the most advantageous circum- 
stances. Ho congratulated the Mayor on 
his success at the polls, and in committing 
to him tho corporation seal, His Lordship 
expressed confidence that during Mayoi,' 
Teague's term of office the power confided 
to thorn by the citizens would not bo abused. 

The now Council will hold their first moot- 
ing, at tho usual place and hour, to-morrow 
evening, when among other itema of busi- 
ness the appended resolutions, introduced 
by Aid. H. A. Munn, will receive consider 
ation : 

" That aa a iiruliminary step to improving 
tho (|uality of water, enlarging tho storage 
capacity and increasing generally tho olh- 
cienoy of tho water worka system, tho city 
engineer be requested to furnish tho Council 
with an approximate eslimalo of the coat of 
making the survey referred to in his report 
to the Council dated December 'JD, IS9.'i,and 
also an eatiiiiate of tho limo ncct-uaary to 
complete the sidd survey."

And, yet in the directory 
of this year of grace 1894 history is repeat- 
ing itself. There are still Adams and Eves, 
Cains and Abels, Moses, Aarons, Solomona, 
Abrahams, Isaacs, Jacobs, .Sampsons, Saula, 
Samuels, Davids, Simons, Peters, Mat- 
thews, Marks, Lukea and Johna ; Popes and 
Elders, Priests and Deacons, Parsons, 
Doans and various Devines ; Abbotts, 
Monks and Nunns. 

There are no Convents, but there is a 
Monkhouac ; numerous Kings and Queens, 
Nobles, Knights, Earls, Lordfl, Dukes, 
Barons and Marquises are "on the liat." Tho 
warlike element is represented by several 
Marshalls, Majors, Sargents and Troops and 
their arms from the Pikoa, Clubbs, Shiolda, 
Swords and Gunna of old, to tho more 
modern Sneider and Shrapnoll.

U. S. INCOME TAX. 

Less Than a Stajorlty of tlie House In Favor 
of the Ifeasnre. 

Nkw Yoiuc, Jan. 12 - ■■;;;o Mail and Ex- 
press' Washington special saya : " A can- 
vass of the House ., has been ^ made, to ascer- 
tain the strength of the income tax scheme. 

It ia ruporloJ that IGO Dumucrata, 9 Piipu- 
lists and G Republioana favor it. This is 
leas than a majority of tho House, and if 
the Boheme is submitted as a separate meas- 
ure, it will devolve upon the friends of tho 
project to maintain a quorum. The scheme 
would appear to be an untimato failure even 
in tho House. Bryan, of Nebraska, a 
Democratic member of tho Ways and Moans 
committee, who haa pushed the income tax 
plan so energetically, has published in tho 
Congressional Record an immoneo amount of 
matter, obtained through consular agents 
and commercial agents abroad, showing the 
exact character of tho income taxes of 
foreign countries, tho manner of their levy- 
ing and collecting, etc. Unwittingly, ho 
included in tho publication some reports 
submitted by the committees of the British 
House of Commons, in which appears tho 
Bovoreat condemnation of all income taxes." 

A special meeting of'tbe Chamber of Com- 
merce was held to-day to protest against the 
income tax. Resolutions were adopted 
strongly condemning the measure aa unjust, 
as leading to evasion of the law, and an ex- 
pensive experiment to put in operation. 



THE LIBERALS AND THE TARIFF. 

(Monti'c.U Slai- Indciiendcnt.) 

It ia 8Ui;;uci()U3 how ready tho Liberal 
press aro to sec hostility in tho rei|ue3t that 
they givo tho country some definite idea of 
the kind of tarilV their party would frame if 
returned to power at the next elections. 
They do not; grow wrathy uiie;; asked for 
information along sci.io other lines. On the 
exceedingly important matter of tho fran- 
chise, they will toll you exactly what they 
would liko tho chance to do. They would 
repeal tho present undoubtedly cumbrous 
act and return to tho provinci.il lists. Now 
this is a procisu and detailed programme that 
everybody can understand and know 
definitely what he is voting for when 
he marks his ballot for the Liberal 
candidate. But when it comes to the 
tariir, a question is a hostile shot. When 
tho Liberal editor finds anyone aceking for 
information in this department, he immedi- 
ately springs to tho conclusion that " an 
enemy hach done this." Why? Men 
usually judge those hostile to them who 
strive to injure them. Would it injure the 
Liberal party to give a frank and explicit 
answer to the question : What kind of 
tariff do you suggest for Canada ? They 
overflow vrith generalities. The London 
Advertiser, for instahoe, "runs tho tariff 
plank adopted by the Ottawa convention 
liko a patent medicine "reading notice." 
They will discuss tarififa in the abatraot, 
Tory tariffs and Yankee tariffa, until the air 
is full of persentages and oalofa phrases ; 
but the Liberal tariff— the one thing that 
the public looks to them to discuss — they 
shun as a Montreal alderman does the Coun- 
cil " division lists of the past," 

Now this ia curious. It ia painful some- 
tiniCH to see their efforts to change the Hub- 
ject. Atone time they try ;o lead us oil by 
enquiring if wo have tho new Tory tarilf 
about ua. Of course, wo have not ; and, 
equally of course, the Dominion Govern- 
ment will produce it one of these days when 
tho Liberals and all others can study it to 
tho last detail. Then wo will know exactly 
what duty the Government propose to put 
on stockings, on cod liver oil, or pop corn, 
on wood-screws, on all sorts of artic'ea. 
Wo will know just where tho revenue is to 
come from, and just how much proteetiin 
each industry ia going to get. Wo aro not 
worrying about our ignorance in this case, 
for there is a reasonable hope that we will 
be enlightened before being called upon to 
vc e. 

But in the cafe of the Liberal party there 
is no auch aasurance. So far we are asked 
to vote on a aky-ecraping resolution. And 
this would not bo so bad if the policy laid 
down in the resolution were an easily work 
able one. Then we could make an imagin 
ary application of the principles involved 
and come, probably, as near as the Liberal 
leaders themselves to what they might in 
tend to do. Bat the proposition ia to raiao 
the revenue of thia country by a tariff that 
shall bo absolutely free from protection; and 
that shall, at the same time, avoid running 
amuck among the industries of the Dominion 
Why. tho riddle of tho SJphynx was nothing 
to this. Let a man think for a moment whiu 
tho progrumino ia, and Hicn try to inuigine 
how it can ever be carried out. There are 
three lixud points. There is to be Pro- 
tection ; there ia to be no general demoli- 
tion of indu.il rieu, »nd the revenue is to iie 
ruiaed. To raise th.o r-jvcnuo of thia peo])le 
by a tariff llint protected nothing would I 
problem enough; but to do thia and, at the 
aanie time, avoid wrecking a system of in 
dualry built up under fourteen years of Pro 
tcction, is fcimiily iiiipoBsiblc. Some of tlu 
fixed points muat he abaiidnned, na Mr, 
S\ il.soii and hi;i comrnittco have learne.l in 
tho United .Slatea. There they were g( ing 
to abolish Protection, raise tho reyenuo by a 
simple tariff planned for that purpose, and 
do iiiduHtry no real dunyer ; a.nd, as all the 
world knows, their elFort has resulted i 
failure on all three points. They have not 
got rid of Protection ; they have frightened 
industry already into a panic ; and thoy 
confess their inability to so much us raise 
tho revenues without a direct lax on in- 
ccjuies. Is thia to bo the outcome of the 
Liberal programme '; 

The country has certainly tho right to put 
auch a question to any party asking to bo 
entrusted with the reigns of government, 
and the pressing of tiuch a query is not 
necessarily an hostile act. If the Liberals 
have nothing to hide, and if they know 
what they intend to do, frankness will be 
their truest friend. No one aska a com- 
pleted tariff at thoir hands. All the country 
ivouhl like to kimw ia how they can do the 
three things they promiae to do. An ex- 
planation with fairly cnpioua illuatniliona 
would meet thi.s |:etfi!ctly rcaHoiiahle demand 
in an ecpially ri KHDiiable spirit ; and such 
an rxplanr.lioii is not impossiblu unb^ss (he 
proposed policy be— us wo 8us|)cct — an im- 
poHflildlity, Hut, undoubtedly, tho worst 
thing thoy can do ia to grow angiy when 
aak(!d questions. Nothing so (]uickly 
arouses the suspicion of an honest, (jui.a- 
tioner aa a show of uncalled for temper on 
the ])art of tho (|uestioned. Silence cloaked 
in sulkineas ia too often tho pose of bullied 
insincerity.

It has become common in tho United 
States to speak of 1893 as tho "Panic year." 
And, indeed, it would aocm to bo u not in- 
apt name, in view of the extraordinary 
number of mercantile failures brought 
about during that memoroble twelvemonth. 
Both mercantile agencies declare tho num- 
ber .of fikUuros unprecedented. Bradstreet's 
ma^es the following comparison :

The tKirty-one-ton American tug Virgil 

T. Prico was burned to tho water's edge 
Wednesday evening about three miles from 
Port Gamble, and later ia the night drifted 
ashore before a stiff brce/.3 and aaul> 
shallow water. After dropping a tow at 
Fort Gamble tbe tug started homo. A 
strap in the nrank hrnkn. To rnpair thin thn 
fireman, engineer and mate put olT in a small 
boatfor I'orl ( liunblo, leaving Captain Price 
and tho cook on board tho tug, which waa 
anohored. The two were sitting in t h e (. i 1 1 
house when they heard steam blowing oif in 
the engine room, and looking in saw fire 
creeping up between the boiler and tbe ooal 
bunkera. Capt. Prine tried to reaoh the 
pumps, but tho flimoa spread so ropidiy 
that it was inipoEsiblo to enter the engine 
rnoni, By this time tho fire prevented 
again entering tlie pilot house and tho 
captain broko in a window and blow the 
^vhialle to attract tho attention of hia crew 
with the small bout. Tho two then went 
oft and launched the grating, but the llinies 
blew on tiioin with such force tliat they 
were conipelluii to abiindon. that end of the 
boat. They Bucceeilcd in getting forward 
and once on tho windward aide of tlio liainea 
prepiired to save tlienisolvcs aa best they 
could. The only thing they had to cling to, 
if compelled to take to tho water, waa a 
ladder. 

vVitli this tlioy rigged a couple of lines on 
the bow ready for the emergency, antl wait, 
eil. Tho tug was anohored ia thirty fath- 
oms of water, about a mile from shore, and 
Capt. Price .'"id it seemed aa if they waited 
four hours, when in reality it waa only half 
an hour. Tho boys in tho small boot had 
got nearly to Gamble when thoy heard tho 
whistle and then saw tho fire. They put 
about and pulled for dear life towards tlio 
burning tug, when the captain and hia com- 
panion were taken off. 

The crow stood by in tho boat until 11 
o'clock, when they went ashore on Whisky 
Spit, built u firo and passed tlie night as 
beat tliey could. Abjut 1 o'clock tho burn- 
ing tug drifted in shoro and sank in shallow 
water, Tho crew remained on tho apit 
until picked up by tho George E. Starr, 
fed, and brought to this city yesterday. 
They saved nothing but the clothes they 
wore, and tho cook had no coat, vest nor 
hat, but secured the captain's overcoat to 
keep him warm,

Lord Tennyson was dead ; from Haale- 
mere came confused rumors that the death- 
bed sceno had been of unearthly beauty, and 
that Sir Andrew, who had watched with 
hia dying friend nnd patient through tho 
whole of the last day and night, waa on liis 
way back to London. When I stepped out 
of my hansom at bia door. Sir Andrew drove 
up from the opposite direction. He could 
not SCO putiontB just then, the servant told 
mo very politely. I wasn't u patient, I re 
plied, and gave him my letter of introduc 
tion from the editor. And then I was told 
Sir Andrew would see me preaently. I had 
to wait some time, and then he himself 
came in full of apologies, and ready to listen 
to my rctjuests. " Come along into my 
den," ho said, very kindly; " I am tired, 
but I would like to oblige your editor. Your 
editor ia my editor, for yours ia the only 
evening paper I read regularly." This, by 
tho wuy, was in the lost days of the former 
incarnation of the Westminster Gazette. 

"And now listen and I will tell you what 
I think 1 nuiy say," he aaid, as wo h 
settled in the famous cnnaulting room. A 
reddish Hgbt from tho tiro lit up the gloom 
of the (lull, wet autumn day, and ia the 
perfect silence of the house Sir Andrc^w'a ac- 
count nf that most wonderful of deathbcada 
was almost as a story from another world. 
He lookeil very a.id, aa ho waa sitting in 
front of hia bureau, inceaaantly twisting a 
pencil between his ling-'ia; but for one mom. 
enl he brightened up, then looked frown- 
ingly at me and said : " Do you know what 
you arc asking ? You are asking me to do 
what in the medical profession is considered 
an awful breach of eti(|uette." And then he 
got up, and in bitter disappointment I rose 
to go, with only suliicient courage left to 
say that certainly if this waa so I waa sin- 
cerely sorry. In one second the trown 
turned into, a genial smile, and with his 
hand on my shoulder he aaid, "Sit still. I 
don't mind committing a breach of eticjuette 
this time, but you must promise me tuith- 
fully not to mention my name as that of 
your informant 

" Keep my name out, and then tell the 
world what I tell you, as for aa worda can 
tell such things, of that glorious death-bed 
douMi on tho Surrey hills," and then, with 
gUjwiiig emotion, with a voice that rose and 
fell, ami often grew husky and uustoiuly, he 
told ii'i: of the last watch by tho bedside of 
the pnet. " I have stood by the bedsides of 
thousands of fellow creatures," he said, 
"and have eccn very grand and solemn 
death bed scene.', Inii never, never one 
like that from which i havo just come 
homo." .Sir Andrew, when he grew ani- 
mated, had a strange magnotic power 
over Ilia hearer.'i — I have hearil othcra, 
studeute, medical men and iirivatc 
friends of liia often observe thi.'i — and I 
sat; in spell-bound silence ua ho tnhl of the 
glorious day, which, in the midst of the 
autumn atorins and rain, dawned ov(tr the 
world as the poet lay on his deuth-bed. 
One aentenco I reUKimber of tho deacription 
which ho then gave me. " The distant 
hills, shrouded in tho mists of perfect 
white, could bo seen through the oriel win- 
low of tho room where Tennyson lay like a 
piece of breathing marble." He went on to 
describe the night flooded with moooligbt, 
the perfect stillness, the dying man's re- 
I nest for hia Shakespeare, and, " after that 
the dark," and then he rose again and 
walked up and down the room. I also rose 
to go. 

"Sit still!" he thundered, ' suddenly. 
Shall I tell you why Tennyson'a death 
was so peaceful ? This is not to he jiut into 
the papers to day. Probably it would not 
interest them to day. But the secret is 
this; He lived a quiet, hiborious, simple 
life. It ia a secret which few men learn in 
timo to profit by it. I was hia Iricnd before 
I was his ])hyHieian. Muluphysics dn;w in 
together (JIadbliine, too, is ileejily interested 
in that subject, and we all three agreiid in 
our taste tor a simple life, and a life of 
work. 

Half of the diseaee of the goncnilion ia 
duo to p 'nplo'a idlene^H. IdleneiH, tho be- 
ginning of all evil. 'I'lio mother of a jjam- 
pind rlarlii g of a daughter sends to me. 
The girl nils, no one knows why. I am to 
come and prescribe. I know before I go 
what ia tho matter with tho girl. ' Go to 
your local medical man,' I say. But no, it 
must be Sir Andrew, tho grumpy Scot, and 
Sir Andrijw prescribes long walks, and leas 
rich food, ond regular meals, and early 
hours.

"Now lot mo tell you how I myself have 
maungod to live at all.

The authorities there 
I aaid: 'Oh, let ua give tbe poor chap a

three aoore years and ten." 

I got up once more to take my leave. 
"Sitatill," he commanded once more, as ho 
put on hia gbiesea and a professional air. 
" And so you are one of those ladies who 
write'; Thoy tell mo all the young-.r gen- 
erations of women write and smoke. 
Do you smoke'.'" (with a lerriblo 
emphasis on the jjeraonal prcjnoun) 
"No, Sir Andrew, I don't." " 'I'ou 
don't iiintike '.' Look here, let im> tell 
yon o'le thing, Don't ! Don't ! '' 1 
took my leave, anil jumped into my ban- 
torn ; hut I was recalled. " Come buck I
